“Deor David & Friends” 
Desert Storm Letters 


Girl Scouts in Erie County were 
writing up a storm to servicemen 
and women stationed in the Middle 
East as part of Desert Shield and 
Desert Storm operations. Many 
troops participatedin the GirlScout 
Council’s special service project 
by sending cards, letters and pack- 
ages to service personnel. 

After receiving some of the Girl 
Scouts’ letters, a Sergeant re- 
sponded this way, “...thank you 
ladies. I’m a sergeant in the U.S. 
Army. I was a Girl Scout once. 
Remember what you are taught 
because you may have to use it 
one day. Be good and be proud to 
be an American woman...” An- 
other responded with, “Just 
wanted to drop a line to tell you we 
do care and to say thank you for 
your concern...” and “being away 
from home for Christmas is not a 
new experience for me. However, 
being in a desert and facing the 
possibility of waris. So the pictures 
helped brighten my Christmas a 
bit.” 

In some cases, local businesses 
gave the girls’ efforts a boost by 
paying shipping costs for pack- 
ages. In Depew, Arcata Graphics 
paid packing and shipping costs 
for cards and packages for “any 
serviceman.” 

Three Brownie troops and one 
Daisy troop from Ellicott Meadows 
Neighborhood received letters, 
postcards, booklets, and even 
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Approximately 200 Girl Scouts attended the Seneca Mall Slumber Party, and they 
paused from the games that evening to write letters to service personnel in Operation 


Desert Storm. 
origami creations from service per- 
sons who received their letters. 

In February almost 200 girls from 
all over Erie County attended the 
Second Annual Girl Scout Slum- 
ber Party at the Seneca Mall. As 
part ofthe event, girls wrote letters 
to “Dear Davidand Friends.” David 
is First Lieutenant David Keech, 
Second Marine Division, stationed 
in Saudi Arabia. David’s mother, 
Nancy Keech, is Administrative 
Assistant on staff at the Girl Scout 
Service Center. For David, these 
letters became a personal connec- 
tion. 

Crabapple Neighborhood Girl 
Scouts wrote to a serviceman who 
was a Cheektowaga Central gradu- 
ate. His reply told much about the 
area where he was stationed and 
gave the girls a glimpse of daily 
living for the troops there. 

On December 24, the sergeant 
wrote, “Until last week I would not 
have been able to reveal my loca- 
tion because it was still classified. 
Ofcourse, you would have thought 
‘what is this James Bond?’ But 


since they declassified this loca- 
tion I can reveal I'm quartered in 
the gulf state of Qatar. Qatar bor- 
ders Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates. The population is 
approximately 200,000. Only 
about one in three people are na- 
tive Arabs. The rest are Indians, 
Pakistanis, Orientals, Africans, 
and other people from throughout 
the region. Since Qatar is fairly 
prosperous due to oil, people from 
all over come here in search of 
work.” 

“Our mission is to provide com- 
bat communications and air traf- 
fic control support to the fighting 
forces in this area. Our commu- 
nication systems include satellite, 
microwave, telephone, teletype 
equipment and tactical air traffic 
control navigation aids. We could 
be compared to AT&T or any other 
telephone company in many ways. 
There are only five units like ours 
in the Air Force. As such we feel 
that we are an elite organization 
and are very proud to be serving

- 9:00 a.m. and afternoon 
hours are 3:00 p.m. - 5:00 p.m. 

Camp Seven Hills, our summer 
resident camp, will again offer a 
variety of programs including a 
ropes course, arts & crafts, hiking, 
horseback riding, nature 
exploration, outdoor skills, swim- 
ming, sports and more. Onceagain 
camp staff from other parts of the 
world will provide widened cul- 
tural horizons for campers. Each 
year the “Camp America” program 
provides staff from all parts of the 
world.

* A deposit of $5.00 is required 
with each camp registration.

our country here in the Persian 
Gulf.” 

“We are quartered in tempered 
tents that are air conditioned. The 
daily temperatures reach the mid- 
eighties and the nights are quite 
chilly. It'll stay like that until it 
starts to heat up again towards the 
end of March.” 

“They feed us quite well. We have 
a tactical field kitchen on base and 
it provides two hot meals a day 
(breakfast and dinner). Lunch 
consists of MREs or Meals Ready 
to Eat. They are OK, wellsort of. An 
MRE is a prepackaged and sealed 
meal that comes in a plastic bag 
the size of a dictionary.” 

“We have a portable field shower 
but shower times are limited to 
conserve water. We get our elec- 
tricity from a mobile power station 
we brought and have a small hos- 
pital. Included in our tent city are 
a Chapel, recreation building and 
a field laundry. So as you can see, 
we have established quite a mobile 
city to support the personnel as- 
signed here.” 

“I hope I have provided some 
insight on what it is like serving 
here. Thanks for taking the time to 
write because letters mean a lot to 
the soldiers, airmen, marines and 
sailors (Chief Master Sergeants 
too) who are currently serving so 
far from their homes.”

Camp Seven Hills has again 
attained Accredited Camp status 
from the American Camping 
Association (ACA). Currently only 
one quarter of the camps in the 
United States have earned this 
distinction. 

“Over five million children attend 
summer camp each year, ” noted 
John Miller ACA Executive Vice 
President. “ Checking to see thata 
camp is ACA-accredited should be 
a top priority when parents and 
children begin looking at summer 
camps.” 

ACA's accreditation program 
requires review of every facet of a 
camp operation. Over 300 
questions related specifically to 
camp are asked concerning the 
operation’s site and facilities, 
personnel, programming and 
activities, health care and 
management practices. A camp 
must comply with every applicable 
mandatory standard. These 
standards relate directly to health 
and safety issues. In addition, 
camps must achieve a score of at 
least 80 percentin non-mandatory 
standards to earn accreditation. 

Every three years trained camp 
professionals, not affiliated with 
the camp seeking accreditation, 
observe the camp while it is in 
operation and compare its 
practices against the standards of 
the industry. 

“By becoming accredited Camp 
Seven Hills has demonstrated a 
commitment to the highest 
standard established for the camp

Girl Scouting: Still Contemporary After 79 Years 


In a world where newspaper headlines are filled with words such as “rioting”, “famine”,“child abuse”, and 
“cocaine”, it is heartening to be reminded that Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. is with us -- and celebrating its 79th 
year. If we were writing headlines about Girl Scouting, these are the kind of words we would use: “values”, 
“leadership”, and “growth”. 

On March 12, 1912 a remarkable woman named Juliette Gordon Low decided that what the girls of the 
United States needed was an organization of their own -- an organization where they could learn skills, 
develop self-esteem and have a wonderful time. From those first 18 Girl Scouts the largest voluntary 
organization for girls in the world (has grown). Today more than three million girls and adults share the 
experience of Girl Scouting. 

Over the years, Girl Scouting has proved itself to be a highly flexible organization. While dedicated to those 
enduring values that have always been at the heart of the movement, today’s Girl Scouts are as up-to-date 
as tomorrow. 

Throughout the year, Erie County Girl Scouts participate in a series of program activities in the 
“contemporary issues series”. These programs deal with vital issues such as prevention of substance abuse, 
prevention of teen suicide, preventing teen pregnancy and coping with family crisis. The Buffalo Girl Scout 
Council has also developed its own Family Life Education Program. Family Life Education gives girls age- 
appropriate facts on the physical, psychological and emotional changes girls face as they grow. These 
activities are set in the framework of traditional family values which are at the core of Girl Scouting. 

For the very young Girl Scouts, there are programs like “Safe Kids” and “The Little Body Guards’ Safety 
Club” which teaches personal safety skills for avoiding abuse and abduction situations. 

When Juliette Gordon Low founded the Girl Scouts, she did not envision the world of the 1990's with its 
drug abuse, environmental perils, and the need for racial and ethnic understanding. However, the values 
and standards she set are timeless, and the Girl Scout program is continually responsive to the changing 
needs of girls. Girl Scouting offers a way for America’s girls and young women to meet the complex challenges 
that face them as they move toward a new century. :
